"First thing we did was to organ­ 
ize the harvest of crops th at were 
ready." said Backstrom 
‘‘We have harvested enough 
soybeans, 
string 
bears 
and 
sweet potatoes to provide the 
natives 
with 
these 
foods 
for 
some time to come. We are re ­ 
planting." 
The station also has established 
an nbbatoir for surplus goats 
"a 
neat, clean abbatoir, with careful 
inspjvtion to see that all meat is 
fit for hum an consumption." 
A crew rounds up the thousands 
of goats on Okinawa, and the meat 
of 50 a day is distributed to the 
various civilian centers 
O ther crews have been rounding 
up stray pigs, chickens and cows 
A small dairy farm has been es­ 
tablished. 
"We also have organized what you 
might call a 4-H extension class for 
the children," said Backstrom. 
“They line up and an Okinawan 
teacher lectures them on agriculture 
and gardening. 
We piun to give 
prizes for the best gardvns."
